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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest a system for desalinating water comprising at least one mixer 
or injector for mixing saltwater with at least one ionized gas to produce a mixture of the 
saltwater and ionized gas, at least one filter for removing coagulated particles from the mixture, 
at least one disinfectant generator as recited, and at least one reaction chamber for mixing the 
disinfectant with the mixture, wherein the mixture is separated into a salt slurry and desalinated 
water. The prior art also does not disclose or suggest a method of desalinating saltwater 
comprising mixing the saltwater with an ionized gas, removing at least a portion of coagulated 
particles from the mixture with a filter, mixing the mixture with at least one disinfectant, and 
passing the second mixture into a reaction chamber, whereby substantially all of the salt is 
removed from the mixture and forms a salt slurry and the remaining water is desalinated water. 
The closest prior art to Johnson (5,635,059) fails to suggest a motivation for using a disinfectant 
injector, a disinfectant generator capable of generating a disinfectant from a saltwater, or a 
method of desalinating saltwater.
